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FRATERNITIES 

Complete reports of all officers, members and pledges of the 
twenty-one national social fraternities and of the four local social 
fraternities that occupy houses and therefore supply off the campus 
dormitory facilities to 600 undergraduate men students of West 
Virginia University have been received and kept in my office. From 
these wenitecta information has been given to faculty members and 
others from time to time. 

National officers of Phi Delta Theta, Phi Kappa Tau, Phi Gamma 
Delta, Kappa Alpha, Phi Alpha, Pi Kappa Phi, Phi Sigma Kappa and 
other national fraternities visited my office for information as to 
fraternity chapters on our campus in which they were interested. 

I have assisted Delta Epsilon in its efforts to secure a charter 
from Pi Kappa Phi fraternity, a vathvensd fraternity approved by the 
University Council of Administration on my recommendation after inves- 
tigation. I have rendered similar assistance to Delta Kappa Psi a 
local fraternity which has been seeking a charter from Phi Gamma 
Delta, and to Tau Delt3 Theta a local fraternity which has been 
seeking 2 charter from Alpha Sigma Phi fraternity. In this connec- 
tion I had personal conferences with national officers of Phi Gamma 
Delta and Pi Kappa Phi fraternity. 

By invitation of the West Virginia chapter of Kappa Alpha frat- 
ernity I attended some of the sessions of the Fourth Biennial con- 
clave which was held in Morgantown October 26 and 27, 1928. At this 
conference I was privileged to extend the official welcome of the 
University to visiting officers and members of Kappa Alpha fraternity. 

I was a speaker at the annual installation banquet of Phi Sigma 
Delta fraternity and had the opportunity of counseling with the new 
officers concerning those problems that confront student officers 


of fraternities. 
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I was the guest speaker at the twenty-third term of the High 
Court of Chancery of Sigma Nu Phi fraternity (legal) in Washington, 
D.C. on March 2, 1929. In this address I presented the results of a 
Study of the aims and objectives of professional fraternities which I 
undertook early in the present year because of the rapid increase in 
the number of honorary and professional fraternities that have estab- 
lished chapters at West Virginia University during the past few years. 

I have kept in close touch with the activities of the National 
Interfraternity Council as they concern fraternity finances, rushing, 
efforts to improve scholarship among fraternity men, etc. I received 
from Alvin E. Duerr, Chairman of the National Interfraternity Scholar- 
Ship Committee 250 copies of the reprint of the article "Does Business 
Want Scholars?" by President Walter S. Gifford of the American Tele- 
phone and edad Company. These were distributed among members of 
national fraternities at West Virginia University as requested by 
Mr. Duerr. 

I was present at the installation of Phi Kappa Tau on Nov. 8, 9 
and 10, 1923 and of Phi Alpha on Dec. 1, 1928 as new members of our 
growing family of national fraternities for men, and by request spoke 
in behalf of the University. 

I have assisted several fraternities to install a budget system 
of chapter accounting similar to the excellent System devised and 
used by Sigma Phi Epsilon Suateehd ti, 

Certain fraternities have needed special aid due to conditions 
both local and national. Sigma Delta Phi fraternity was assisted in 
the establishing of new house rules, placed on a budget system, and 
aided in establishing economies which came none too soon. By finding 
a summer tenant I have increased the summer income to about $90.00 
per month which should make it possible for this fraternity to keep 


from failing to meet its obligations to the Monongalia Building and 
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Loan Association as it did last summer. 

I wish to report the beginning of a movement for new fraternity 
houses at West Virginia. Among the houses now being built are Delta 
Tau Delta, Beta Theta Pi, and Phi Sigma Kappa. Phi Kappa Psi has 
plans completed for a new house in the near future. Other frater- 
nities are discussing the matter. This movement makes necessary 
the best advice and council in regard to the maximum cost that should 
not be exceeded, the question of providing apartments for house 
mothers, ete. Through the officers of the local Interfraternity 
Council, through conferences with local alumni of these fraternities, 
and in conference with the members of these chapters I have endeav- 
ored to give such council so far as in my power. 

I have subscribed for Banta's Greek Exchange for use in my 
office. This magazine has been loaned to various chapters and as a 
‘result several fraternities have become subscribers thus receiving 
from it a wealth of gane council on fraternity problems. 

L Secatons been a dinner guest at the following fraternity houses: 
Phi Kappa Psi, Theta Chi, Beta Theta Pi, Sigma Nu, Phi Sigma Kappa, 
Delta Kappa Psi, Alpha Gamma Rho, Delta Tau Delta, Phi Kappa Sigma, 
Kappa Sigma, Alpha Phi Delta, and Pi beta Phi. I have been a caller 
at practically all other houses and have attended social functions 
$3 many of them. On some of these occasions I have talked on frater- 
nity problems. 

The following fraternities are open and occupied by summer 
school students during the summer of 1929: Sigma Delta Phi, Kappa 
Sigma, Sigma Phi Epsilon, Delta Kappa Psi, Kappa Alpha, Delta Tau 
Delta, Phi Kappa Sigma, Pi Kappa Alpha, and Tau Delta Theta. 
CONSTRUCTIVE DISCIPLINE 

I desire to acknowledge the service rendered by the officers of 


our twenty-one national social fraternities and our four local social 
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fraternities in cases where their members have failed to live up to 
the high standards of conduct and integrity for which the University 
stands and which their rituals and the ideals of their founders 
inculcate. I have been impressed by the increasing cooperation that 
has resulted from this method of constructive, cooperative, discipline. 
In many instances during the present year fraternities have brought 
to my attention delinquencies on the part of members of their organi- 
zations with the request that I talk with the offending member and 
with the assurance that the fraternity would lend its support. In 
some instances local alumni of fraternities have cooperatede 
For the improvement of the community in which University men 

must live and work I have had conferences with the Prosecuting 
Attorney, Mr. Albert Shuman, and with other law enforcement officers. 
I have also conferred with owners and renters of down town properties 
occupied by students concerning unsatisfactory conditions. 

SOCIAL COMMITTEE 

As a member of the University Social Committee I have attended 

the meetings of this Committee and conferred with its Chairman, Prof. 
A. L. Darby as often as circumstances warranted. A partial list of 
the many social functions at which I have acted as chaperon or patron

General University Dance, April 53; Phi Delta Theta, April 63 Delta 
Kappa Psi, April 13; Womans Hall, April 27; Pi Tau Delta; Senior Ball, 
June 3. On several occasions I was the only chaperone present. On 


other occasions I was the only man from the faculty to remain to the 
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a 
close of al o'clock dance. For example, this was true as to the 
senior Ball. 

I wish to report that there has been comparitively little 
evidence of drinking at University dances and that there has been 
a gradual improvement each year during the past seven years in this 
respect. In no case has it been necessary to impose a penalty 
greater than loss of social privileges for the failure to live up 
to University requirements as to conduct at dances. It has been 
necessary to counsel with students on several occasions in order 
that high standards might be maintained at dances.

At these guidance meetings leaflets on the various occupations 
open to college men were distributed. These include the leaflets 
prepared in my office and revised annually, together with leaflets 
supplied by the National Research Council, the United States Civil 
Service Commission, etc. From the interest in these helps to the 
selection of a life career and from the questions asked concerning 
occupations it is apparent that many young men enter West Virginia 
University each year with little previous assistance in the choice 
of a career. 
FRESHMAN WEEK PLANS 
As a result of the decision in the spring to have a "Freshman 

Week" program this fall I have conferred with the Registrar, Lloyd 
L. Friend and others in the preparation of plans for the same. 1 
have also recently made a study of the expsriences of about seventy 
eolleges and universities with “Freshman Week". The consensus of 
opinion in these institutions favors not more than four days for 
this purpose, few lectures, emphasis on the "personal touch", 
completion of routine duties, acquaintance with faculty members, 
etc. There is a fecling that there is a danger of programs becoming 
too crowded. At least one afternoon and one evening of "free time" 
should be allowed. There is also a general feeling that the estab- 
lishment of "Freshman Week" or rather “Freshman Days" does not do 
away with the need for weekly conferences during the first semester 
on how to study, university regulations, social hygiene, the choice 


~af alife career, etc. Local pastors and others have assured me of 
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their willingness to cooperate to the end that our first"Freshman 
Days" may be successful. 
PRESIDENT OF STUDENT BODY 

I desire to report that Mr. John Phillips, a member of Phi Kappa 
Psi fraternity, a graduate of the College of Arts and Sciences (1928) 
and a member of the Class of 1930 of the College of Law, was elected 
President of the Student Body of the University for the coming year. 
The cooperative and helpful attitude of Mr. Phillips and his demon- 
strated ability to gain the cooperation of students in matters of 
interest to students and of value to the University make this choice 
by the student body a particularly fortunate one at this time. Mr. 
Phillips has already had several conferences with me concerning plans 
for the coming year. He has selected twenty-five student leaders to 
assist as "Student Guides" during "Freshman Week". He has secured 
an agreement on the part of fraternities to refrain from rushing 
during any of the regular meetings or scheduled events of "Freshman 
Week" and in other ways already demonstrated his ability and willing- 
ness to serve. 
LOAN FUNDS 

I have continued to cooperate with che educational committees 
of the Scottish Rite and Knights Templar bodies of Freemasonry in 
recommending students for loans from their revolving funds. I was 
made 2 member of the Board of Directors of the Scottish Rite Hduca- 
tional Association of West Virginia last fall. On Jey 2s L929 2 
attended a meeting of this board in Wheeling at which 2 number of 
loans were granted to students of West Virginia University in addition 
to those granted during the school year. 
STUDENT HOUSING 

Approved rooming lists for both the winter and the summer 


students of West Virginia University were prepared, mimeographed in 
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my office, and distributed to new students. These lists give the 
location, rent, name of landlord or landlady, lighting, heating, 
telephone number, etc. Separate lists of apartments for married 
couples were prepared. In addition to this assistance I made a 
personal inspection of many homes and took students personally to 
rooms in some c2ses. Assistance was also rendered by students in 
guiding new men to rooms. 
PART TIME EMPLOYMONT 

An employment bureau was established in my office and consider- 
able time given to assisting needy students to find part time employ- 
ment. Appeals to local civic clubs brought their cooperation and 
newspaper publicity brought tek callie for mens While quite a 
number of men were placed in addition to those pluced at the cafe- 
teria, in Womans Hall, etc., it is nevertheless a fact that many 
- worthy students are unable to find work in Morgantown due to the lack 
of industries that employ colleze men, and also to prevailing business 
conditions. 
PHRSONAL CONTACT WITH STUDENTS 

Through visits to fraternity houses and to the rooms of students, 
attendance at University social functions, calls on students ill in 
hospitals, conferences with students who called in my office votun- 
tarily for aid in their occupational, educational or personal prob- 
lems, assistance to students in finding rooms, getting part-time 
employment, securing loans from various loan funds, and through the 
administration of the attendance regulations of the University I 
have made personal contact with nearly all of the 2022 men enrolled 
during the winter session of the school year 1928-29 and in many 
cases a direct tangible service has been rendered to them. 1 have 
tried to interest myself in the individual student as well as in 


student groups. This has been especially true with regard to the 
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nen of the freshman class many af whom are away from home Tor. Bae 
first time and need the feeling that there is some one who has a 
special interest in them, wants to know them intimately and person- 
ally, and can help them. It must not be forgotten that when our 
college freshmen come to us they are in reality but high school 
seniors three months removed. It was with this thought that I had 
brief ‘cocina conferences with the men of the freshman class during 
the first half of the first semester and throughout the year as 
needed. 
ATTENDANCE 

A separate report as to the administration of attendance regula- 
tions was made at the end of the first semester. The report or Tne 
second semester is presented herewith. An analysis of these reports 
will show that of the 136 suspended under Attendance Rule IV, 
commonly known as the 7 cut rule, only 7 had further unexcused 
absences after suspension. It is my observation that in some, cases 
this rule has saved failures by improving attendance early in the 
semester. The high total of excused absences for the first..semester 
was due in part to the influenza epidemic which created an abnormal 
condition during the month of December, 1928. The increase in the 
number of unexcused absences during the second semester from 6483 
to 7832 is duc to increased strictness with those students who were 
absent without excuse during the first semester. This increased 
etrictness explains in part the decrease in total absences from 
30,039 during the first semester to 24,848 during the second semester. 
A more important factor, however, was the improvement in health 
conditions. The importance of regularity in attendance particularly 
in classes in mathematics, science, languages, and othsr courses 
where each succecding lesson depends on principles disclosed in 


previous lessons is apparent. Some consideration for the taxpayer 
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seems to warrant attention to the degree to which students are taking 
advantage of the opportunity afforded them by public taxation. Our 
centralization of attendance makes possible the same standards as 
to excusing absences in all colleges and in all subjects and avoids 
the possibility of too great severity in certain departments and 
subjects and too great laxity in others. The introduction of honors 
courses in certain advanced subjects open only to high grade students, 
would, however, in these subjects, do away with the necessity for 
reporting absences in these courses. 

STUDENT ILLNESS 

During ge eae I have visited students who were seriously ill 
in the city and county hospitals. I was also in Charleston during 
the Easter vacation when James McWhorter was badly burned in an 
explosion which completely wrecked the home in which he was calling. 
I was able to make several calls on him and to be of assistance when 
tater in the semester he returned to make up work missed. I have 
by letter and personally communicated with the parents when this 
seemed advisable. I have also presented facts to class officers and 
deans and made recommendations concerning deferred examinations, 
the making up of work missed, etc. In December and January after 
the subsidence of the influcnza epidemic I had considerable corres- 
pondence with parents of students who had pneumonia. 
LETTERS OF RECOMMANDATION--SERVICE TO BMPLOYERS 

The personnel blanks, several thousand in number, filed by 
University men in my office since 1923 when the effort for closer 
personal contact with students began have continued to make possible 
@ service to employers who seek information as to matters other 
than scholarship as well as to deans of schools of medicine and 
other professional schools to which our studerits transfer who seek 


the opinion of a dean of men. 
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On my desk is a letter from a New York bank asking about the 
habits, personality, reliability, and industry of a student who has 
not been a student in West Virginia University since 1923. From his 
personnel blank which was one of the first to be filed I am able to 
reply with some degree of accuracy and with fairness to both student 
and employer since it contains much information of a personal nature 
which the registrar's records do not contain. For example this 
personnel form contains a statement of occupational. experience, 
occupational interests, vocational choice, intelligence score, 
participation in University activities such as debating, athletics, 
fraternity membership and activities, and general social service 
activities on the campus. 

Another letter from one of the steel companies of the State has 
Just been referred to me. It calls for a young man with engineering 
training and selling experience and seeks special personal informa- 
tion about a senior who has applied for a position. 

A Pittsburgh mining company seeks information as to a young man 
with definite personal qualifications other than scholarship. With- 
out something more than the information usually possessed by academic 
deans and professors satisfactory service in these cases would be 
difficult and time consuming. 

CHAIRMAN FACULTY ADVISORY BOARD, YeM.C.A. 

As Chairman of the Faculty Advisory Board of the Y.M.C.A. I wish 
to report that a freshman cabinet under Richard Tibbs was formed and 
regular meetings held with the aysistance of Kenneth Cameron. The 
student directory was issued under the particular direction of Prof, 
te Pe Himes ater of the Advisory Board and edited by William Thornhill 
a junior in the College of Arts and Sciences. Through profits 
obtained from advertising in the directory and from subscriptions 


the debt of the Y.M.C.A. has been reduced. The expenses of delegates 
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to conferences within the State have been paid. Two University men, 
Mr. Richard Tibbs and Mr. Darcy Wilson were sent to the Y~M.C.A- 
conference at Eaglesmere, Pa. For this purpose about $80.00 was 
appropriated. 

A total of several hundred dollars has been paid on the debts 
of the Y.M.C.A. during the past three years. A debt of more than 
#1000 remains. It is the judgment of the Advisory Board that an 
appropriation from the University of $2500 to $3000 annually would 
be required to bring to the campus a paid Secretary. tt 26 theis 
judgment that a financial campaign would care for the remainder of 
the budget. ; 
COOPERATION WITH LANDLADIES, MERCHANTS, ETC. 

The industrial conditions referred to in my report for the school- 
year 1927-28 have continued. Complaints from landladies, merchants 
and other creditors have not been so numerous, however, since I have 
constantly advised merchants and others to be more careful in extend- 
ing credit. Nevertheless it has been necessary to give a courteous 
hearing to complaints from landladies and to the requests for assis- 
tance from business and financial concerns. This has given me the 
opportunity to assist some individuals and groups to budget expenses 
and to live within their means. I have continucd my policy of 
constructive assistance particularly to fraternities so that the 
reasons for failure to meet financial obligations will be removed. 

A good illustration of this service has been referred to previously 
in this report—--tne case of Sigma Delta Phi fraternity. 
BDUCATIONAL CONFERENCES, ADDRESSES, VISITS TO COLLAGHES , BTC. 

I have attended the meetings of the Mountain and participated in 
the programs. These have, without exception, been concerned with the 
improvement of West Virginia University and service to the State. 1 


was present at the opening of Hillel Foundation for our Jewish 
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students and at the reception given by the Methodist Protestant church 
and the Presbyterian church for West Virginia studentse 

t attended the meeting of Sigma Nu Phi legal fraternity at 
Washington in March and was their guest speaker. In april 1 attended 
the annual meeting of the National Association of Deans of Men in 
Washington and was elected Vice President for the Bastern half of the 
United States. I have addressed the parents of high school zraduates 
by radio and scheduled two other talks for the Lattér part of the 
summer. I have visited George Washington University, Washington and 
Jefferson College and other colleges and conferred on problems of 
higher education. 
RESEARCH AND PUBLICATIONS 

School and Society for September 22, 1928 published my study 
of the activities of deans of men in various colleges Bre) and ve rsd] 


ties. The American Bar Association Journal, October, 1928 published ____ 


my “Facts for Prospective Students of Law", as did also thePhnpi a= 
pine Law Journal, November, 1928, and the Law Student, November, £926. 
The Owl of Sigma Nu Phi (legal fraternity) March 1929, published my 
address on Professional and Social fraternities. Various ovher 
fraternal and educational magazines have SE published 
articles on activities with which my activities as Dean Of (Men Gave 
@iven me experience. I have made case studies of many failures and 
made a careful investigation of orientation courses, freshman week, 
etc. 1 have cooperated with Dean C. R. Jones 6prthe Council OF 
Administration in filling out those sections of the National Land 
Grant College Survey that relate to personnel work, fraternities, 
Social lite, etc. 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

I wish to indorse most heartily the establishment of "Freshman 


Week" as recommended in my report of last year and in previous reports. 
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I wish to express my gratitude that more ample facilities have 
been provided for physical training for University men. A swimming 
pool for men is still badly needed. 

I desire to repeat other recommendations made in my report of 
June 20, 1928: 

ie: AS an administrative officer of the University responsible 
for the administration of attendance regulations for all students 
uniformly and in cooperation with academic deans and the president, 
and as the representative of 2022 male students with an unusual oppor- 
Dunity to learn about student attitudes, fratermmity problems, ex tra- 
Ceerrculear activities, social affairs, ScnoLastice, favlLures, ue. Lt 
is my belief that the Dean of Men should be & member of the Univer- 
Siuy Council of Administration as is the case at the University of 
Tebinois, the University of Tennessee, and at some other state 
“universities. —— a 

2. iL wish to recommend that West Virginia University take out 
institutional membership in the Personnel Research Federation. This 
pea group of research and social agencies, business, educational 
and governmental organizations, and individuals whose object is the 
scientific study of man in relation to his occupations and his educa- 
Sion therefor, and the diffusion of knowledge concerning this relation? 
I now hold individual membership, am a subscriber to the Personnel 
Journal and have attended several annual meetings., Twenty-three 
colleges and universities hold institutional membership. At the 
University of North Carolina the Dean of Students is the institu- 
Pacta) representative. 

3. LI wish to recommend institutional membership for West 
Virginia University in the National Association of Deans of Men. This 
I believe, is the general practice among colleges and universities. 


A. An additional room for the office of the Dean of Men a) 
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ma 
needed so that it will HOE be necessary to make use of vacant class 
rooms for private interviews. 

5. I recommend the placing of more teachers of experience in 
charge of freshman and sophomore classes and greater attention to 
methods of teaching on the part of instructors in charge of these 
classes. 

6. I believe that fewer failures and greater interest parti- 
Cularly among freshman men would result from a better adaptation of 
freshman courses to the ability of students permitted to enter them. 
The sectioning of classes on the basis of ability as shown by the 
high school record and the freshman intelligence score would help, 
as would also the reorganization of the subject-matter of freshman 
Chemistry and other courses in which a large percentage of failures

7. i recommend the establishing of “Honors Courses" in the 
junior and senior years of the College of Arts and Sciences and in 
the last year of the College of Law, as is the practice at Swarthmore, 
tee University of Buffalo, and other institutions. It is interesting 
to note that Yale Law School now has "Honors Courses" in Evidence 
and other legal subjects. President Aydelotte has stated that he 
sees no reason why "Honors Courses" will not succeed in state univer- 
Petles. In my judement this would provide much needed opportunity 
for independent study and research on the part of upperclassmen whose 
work in their first two years has indicated that. they could he 
entrusted with freedom from ordinary restrictions. 

8. I recommend exemption from attendance regulations for all 


upperclassmen and professional students of law and medicine who have 
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maintained an average of 85 for two successive years at West Virginia 
Par versity. fi recommend complete exemption from ail attendance 
regulations for all graduate students. 

9. I recommend the buiiding of dormitories Tox all freshman 
men. Deferred rushing and pledging by fraternities would then seem 
advisable. 

foe Le wi shite, repeat my recommendation of last year that a 
rule be passed by the Council of Administration forbidding unmarried 
male students from living in apartments not under the direct super- 
vision of a landlord or landlady or not connected with or opening 
into the other rooms of a residence. During each of the seven years 
that I hawe been Dean of Men trouble has resulted from unsupervised 
male "student apartments".
